BILL 

TO 

Amend the Law relating to Intermediate Education in 
Ireland. 

B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the authority of the same, as follows : — 

5 1. — (1.) Notwithstanding anything in the Intermediate Educa- 

tion (Ireland) Act, 1878, or the Local Taxation (Customs and 
Excise) Act, 1890, portion of the funds placed at the disposal of 
the Intermediate Education Board for Ireland (in this Act referred 
to as “ the Board ”) may, subject to the proviso in subsection (4) 
10 of section five, and to section seven of the said Act of 1878, 
be applied by them for the promotion of intermediate secular 
education in Ireland, in the manner provided by rules to be made 
by the Board, with the approval of the Lord Lieutennat, notwith- 
standing that such manner is not authorised by the said Acts. 

15 (2.) All rules made in pursuance of this section shall be laid 

before both Houses of Parliament within three weeks after the 
same have been made, if Parliament be then sitting, or if Parliament 
be not then sitting, within three weeks of the session then next 
ensuing, and if any such rules are disapproved by either House of 
20 Parliament within forty days after the same have been so laid 
before Parliament, such rules or such part thereof as may he so 
• disapproved shall thereupon become void and of no effect. 

2. The Board may, if they think fit, with the sanction of the 
Lord Lieutenant, and with the approval of the Treasury as to 
25 number and remuneration, appoint persons to act as inspectors in 
addition to, or instead of, the Assistant Commissioners.
